Howdy group, 

I spied a filament transformer that piqued my interest in the latest 
Antique Electronic Supply catalog. The part # is P-T166M2. It is a 
2.5VCT/3A transformer intended for tubes such as the 45 or 24A and such. 


I bought one and tonight I cobbled up a full-wave bridge rectified DC 
power supply from junk box parts. 


First I used a 4A 200V bridge rectifier across the entire secondary 
(ignoring the center-tap) into a 14,800mFd/50V cap. This combo floated 
to 3.3 volts. I hooked 2 of the little series string TV tuner tubes 
(2HK5) across the output and the output sagged to 1.6 volts. Loaded with 
a 5.5 Ohm resistor (emulating the filament load of a typical 4 tube 
battery set) it sagged to 1.5 Volts. The bridge ran warm to the touch, 
but not hot. 


Next I used the bridge and cap only and ran the voltage thru a 1N4003 
(using the forward voltage drop) only and got 1.3 to 1.4 volts into the 
5.5 Ohm load. Fast acting diodes from switching supplies seem to give 
1.4 to 1.5 Volts into the same load. The bridge stayed cool. 


The output looks like clean DC on the scope. I know that these 
regulation schemes are kind of brutal, but they seem to work O.K. 


I will hook this supply to a set I bought from Borden Radio and report 
back tomorrow.
